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Damage Amounting to Thousands 
Of Dollars Done By Worst Rain 
Storm in the County's History, 



Whitt is said by old citizens to have 
ccn tbe heaviest rain for a life period 
! Known in Breckenridge county, 
Tuesday in ant Of last . week, 
rainfall was as excessive In Han- 
ged Daviess counties, and the 
damage don» in the tbree counties 
amounts to thoussnas of dollars. 
Farmers especially have suffered as ;i 
result of the rain, corn in the shoe* 
miles of fencing being washed 
ay and stoca di owned. Dozens of 
'Bridges were swept from their founda- 
tions, many small streams l)eing out of 
their banks, Great damage resulted 
to dirt roads. The headwater on souie 
Of the lowlands on Clovet creek is re- 
ported to have been higher aftei the 
rain than the backwater was at tbe 
tim« of tbe great flood of 1894. Peo- 
ple living in some of the towns of the 
county weie disposed last Wednesday 
to believe th;it the accounts of tbe 
seventy of the rainstorm and the dam- 
age therefrom weie exaggerated, but 
reports ooming in during the week 
showed that only the ^half had been 
told. 

The rain fell steadily in a downpour 
for hours, accompanied bv a violent 
wind. Streets and roads soon ran with 
water to a depth, in some pi I OSS, !■ I 
several feet, and travel was almost 
impossible. Small streams were f nil in 
a few hours and overflowed towrrds 
morning. Cattle. botses, sIimd. 
bridges, fence-, water-gaps, chicken 
coops, small outbuildings, and other 
things, movable but seemingly able to 
.withstand such a ton e,; utre caught 
and carried away in the swift and 
rising waters, whi eta encroached to the 
very doors of the homes of farmers in 
the low sections.

Bad Washouts on Railroad. 

the Fordsville branch of the Henderson 
Route, the damage caused being the 
worst since the road was built. One 
entire trestle.

Five trestles between Rockvale 
and Fordsville were badly damaged 
and one mile ot track, in three sec- 
tions, was washed out.

' The rain fell in such torrents that 
before going many miles water be- 
gan to flow over the tracks, an I r ise 
so high that the eugiueer refused to 
proceed further with the train.

Tbe child was so badly chilled 
that its lire was only saved after hard 
work.

J. McHenry and son. of Louisville, 
and her guest, Miss Mamie Hunt, of 
Richmond, Va., who were en roote to 
Falls of Rough to spend Thanksgiving 
with Col. Late (irsen and daughter, 
Miss Jennie Green, 'and who spent the 
night of the rain in a 'train on tbe 
Fordsville branch between Jolly 
f Station and Glendeane. Tne story as 
V.*»ld by one ot ttaa Louisville papers is, 
,7n part, as follows : 



pants of the car were 
forced to draw their feet onto the 
seats, and many peiched themselves 
on the backs of seats. In this condi- 
tion they remained for hours until the 
watei began to recede. 

"About 4 o'clock in the morning 
the rain ceaBed, and an hour aftei- 
ward the train started forward, only 
to be stopped again a short distance 
ahead bv a high trestle being washed 
out. The train then backed lOtC Irv- 
ington. after stopping every tew 
hundred yards to clear away logs and 
debris which had washed upon the

graph station, only to find the wires 
down." 

The truth of the "harrowing experi- 
ence" is this : The engineer came to a 
washout, where the water ^was over 
the tiack, and promptly backed to an 
elevated part of the road bed until 
the water had receded. The only water 
that evei got in the coach where Mrs 
McHenry and Miss Hunt were, blew 
under toe door. Conductor Tilford 
offered to conduct Mis? Hunt and Mrs. 
McHenry to a private boarding boose 
near the tailioad. but tney preferred 
remaining aboard trie train all night 
to going ont m the rain. 

Clover Creek Unusual Sight. 

Clover creek, especially neai and at 
the mouth, presented a sight Wo fle a i 
day morning such as is seldom wit- 
nessed on inland waters. The volume 
of the water emptied Into it by its 
tnbutaiies was so great that it could 
not begin to discnarge it and it fairly 
seethed, throwing up spray M a height 
of perhaps seven and eight feet, and 
cutting £ much deeper and wider 
channel. The current had the swift- 
ness of a mountain stieam and the 
effect pesented was that of a minia 
tore Niagara, many persons who saw 
the thrilling sight declaring that they 
had nevei seen its equal in a stream 
with a slight natural fall 

Worst Ever Known in City. 

Tbe rain storm was tbe worst ever 
known in this mtv. Cellars were flood- 
ed and the water rose to a deptn of 
several inches in a number of houses 
and surrounded many others. A road 
wagon in the West End was moved 
some distance by tbe water washing 
against the wheels 

" The river rose several feet shortly 
following the rain and is still rising, 
though it is reported from aliove that 
cold weathei will prevent a flood. 

The heavy rain was expected, 
owing to the unusually high tempera- 
ture preceding it.

Hardinsburg. Ky., Dec 15. — (Spe- 
cial. )— Tbe rain stoim which passed 
over the county last Tuesday, was tne 
worst in the memory of tbe "oldest 
inhabitant. " It is thought that six 
inches of rain fell The damage done 
to tbe county is immense It is es 
timated that it will cost from T ;t,000 to 
J5.000 to repair the bridges and loads, 
and 100,0110 is u.it too high a figure to 
place on the damages to the farmers. 

About a mile of track on the Fords- 
ville branch, below Jolly Station, was 
washed out and tne, train never reach- 
ed Fordsville until Friday evening. 

The paitly completed new bridge 
across Clover creek, all tbe eulverts 
between this place and Stepheusport, 
the Hites Run bridge and many col- 
verts on the pine, were all carried 
away The Dent bridge was moved off 
its abutments. Miles upon miles of 
fencing were destroyed. In some ins- 
tances even th- fence posts were wash- 
ed np and swept away 

It was the mcst disastrous stoim in 
the history of the connty. The damage 
was so great that it has been thought 
advisable to call the fiscal conrt 
together, and Judge Miller made the

Wheu au a. , idem OCCBrs to a mer- 
chant ihip, for example, whic h Is due 
perhaps with a perishable cargo at 
some distant port, every hour econo- 
mized iu making repairs counts against 
serious loss. A great part of the work 
of rigging Is therefore done at night, 
the gang- of riggers relieving one an 
other continuously until the ship Is 
again ready for sea. 

The thlp rigger whose experience or 
skill does not enable him to do the 
most important work earns from $3 
to io.oO a day. with the aame ngree- 
Bient for overtime During the busy 
S Sea 00 in the grrut seaport towna It 
is not uncommon for the riggers to 
j work continuously for from fourteen 
| to sixteen hours n day. As a result It 
| is uot unusual for them to rec eive for 
mouths at a time as much as $50 a 
week. 

In nearly all great seaport towns, 
notably In New York city, the riggers 
are strongly organized. Their union is 
probably the oldest of Its kind In the 
world. Not only have they played an 
Important part throughout the history 
of American shipping, but their guild 
was an effective one iu London when

N'otwithstandtng the millions of dollars that the people of the 
1': ited States spend in free education, ilie Census Bureau informs us 
that "ue person out of every ten who is ten years of age in the United 
State- i- illiterate thai is to say. iie i- unable to write in English or 
in any other language. 

It makes httle difference us regard* the practice] outcome whether 
this illiteracy i- in the native horn while population or in the foreign 
born, or in the negro rare. All make part of the American political 
and social system, ft is quite evident thai the agencies of common 
education must be extended BO a« to exterminate illiteracy altogether 
for no ti e,, government can live where ignorance exists. 

But ileiteracy doe- not cover the whole evil. It is not enough to 
tench men and women how to read and write; they must be taught also 

the fundamentals of morality : and while our public school system has 
accomplished wonderful results in imparting oommon school educa- 
tion, yet it i- woefully deficient in the matter of ethical teaching.lt 
far more important that the people should be taught not to steal and 
to lie. than ii i- that they -hould he taught how to read and to write. 
Sometime or other the country will wake op to the fact that some- 
thing is lacking in our system of popular education. How that lack 
la in be supplied, however, preaenta one of the most difficult problems

Completion of Borings Under Hudson 
River-One of Greatest of F...gineer- 
ing Feat a. 

After half a century of speculation 

Hudson river from Now Jersey to the 
island of Manhattan, it is now possi- 
ble to walk dry-shod from Jersey to 
New York. The twin botes have been 
completed; that is, they have been cut 
through and cased in, though of course 
Borne linishing touches are yet to be 
put upon them. It was a few days 
ago that in the presence of the engi- 
neers, the directors and a dozen re- 
porters, \V. G. Oaknian, president of 
the Hudson Companies, split an old 
brick bulkhead with a hydraulic jack 
and completed the first Manhattan- 
Jersey tunnel system. Thcro was a 
six-inch gap In the wall. A gang of 
"ground hogs" rammed the breach a 
little wider, and the party crawled 
through into New York city. 

The old wall that was cut through 
was seven feet thick. It is the relic 
of a former failure to tunnel the 
Hudson. Twenty-throe years ago the 
engineers of the old Hudson Company, 
after cutting a considerable distance 
under the river, abandoned the enter- 
prise and walled in the unfinished 
work with this brick bulkhead. 

Two tube-tunnels run parallel be- 
neath the Hudson river, the work of 
boring them being done under direc- 



Many Tunnels to be Dug. 

It having been proved practicable 
to tunnel beneath the Hudson river, 
the Pennsylvania Railroad undertak- 
ing will be pushed rapidly, and it may 
be expected that in course of time ev- 
ery trunk lino coming into Jersey City 
will have its own tunnel. The East 
river piercings do not present much 
of a problem. In less than five years 
trains ought to be running from Phil- 
adelphia to Boston with no water to 
be crossed. 

It is believed that within ten years 
electric trains will make the trip from 
Philadelphia to New York in one hour.

• id lo Be More Valuable Than M#at 
aa a llrlder of Knrr«> 

According to Dr. Robert Hutchinson 
of the London hospital, who supplied 
regarding forxl supply to a 
royal commission, b roa d is the moet 
important ot all the common foods of 
the people. As n ylclder of energy a 
pound of bread is more valuable than a 
pound of meat. Its chief deficiency, 
however, is its poverty in nitrogenous 
matter, and il therefore has to he sup 
pterneated with articles that remedy 
this defect. Life could be sustained 
for long peri. sis on a diet of bread, 
with a few beans or a little cheese. 
A man in tin f scarcity of general 

food could subsist upon two pa na da of 

bread n day. says Dr. Hutchinson. Ile 
would begin to suffer from lack of en- 
ergy If be got les*. bat could go consid- 
erably belOW the two pounds for a bare 
subsistence in times of great urgency, 
such as garrisons undergo in time of 
slope. Under these conditions It is dis- 
ease that carries men off rather than 
starvation. 

One interesting point on which Dr. 
BtttctdaaOO insists is the value of ordi- 
nary white bread. Rye, he states, Is 
lower In nutritive value than wheat. 

The next most Important article of 
diet as a source of energy is sugar. In 
commenting on this Dr. Hutchinson 
makes an Interesting statement on the 
duties of food. 

■ The unfortunate thing about sugar 
is that It contains no nitrogenous mat- 
ter at all." snys the expert. "Bread 
does contain some. Without nitrogen- 
ous matter one cannot get on at all. It 
Is absolutely necessary. 

"There ore two sorts of food. The 
two things that food does are, fl 
keeps the body in repair; and, second, 
it supplies it with energy. Some foods 
can supply it with energy, but cannot 
do anything to keep It in repair. Bread 
can do both, but it is better as a 
of energy than as a repairer."
